Submitted herewith is the report of the annual 
audit and examination of the accounts of the Town of 
Lincoln for the fiscal year ended December 31, 1950, 
which was made by this Division in accordance with 
the vote of the Town. Exhibits as hereinafter listed are 
included as part of the report. 


Scope of Audit 


Included in the audit and examination were the 
accounts and records of the Board of Selectmen, Treas- 
urer, Tax Collector, Town Clerk and Municipal Court. 


Financial Statements 
Comparative Balance Sheets: 
December 31, 1949 - Dec. 31, 1950: (Exhibit A) 


Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 
1949 and December 31, 1950, are presented in Exhibit 
A. As indicated therein the Net Debt decreased by 
$6,995.29 during the year 1950. 


Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: 
(Exhibit B) 
An analysis of the change in financial condition 
of the Town during the year is made in Exhibit B, 
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with the factors which caused the change indicated 
therein. These were as follows:

(Exhibit D), a revenue surplus of $1,663.74, plus a net 
unexpended balance of appropriations of $3,386.56, 
resulted in a net budget surplus of $5,050.30.

A summary of receipts and expenditures for the 
fiscal year ended December 31, 1950, made up in ac- 
cordance with the uniform classification of accounts, 
is included in Exhibit E. Proof of the Treasurer’s bal- 
ance, as of December 31, 1950, is indicated in Exhibit F. 


Statement of Bonded Debt: 
(Exhibit L) 
A statement of outstanding bonded indebtedness, 
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as of December 31, 1950, showing annual maturities of 
principal and annual interest requirements, is contained 
in Exhibit L. 


Audit Procedure 


’ The accounts and records of all town officiais 
charged with the custody, receipt and disbursement of 
public funds were examined and audited. Vouchers 
and cancelled checks were compared with supporting 
invoices and payrolls as well as entries in the books of 
record. Receipts were checked by source insofar as 
possible and totals of receipts and expenditures veri- 
fied. Book balances were verified by comparison with 
reconciled bank balances made from statements ob- 
tained from depository banks. Verification of uncollect- 
ed taxes was made by mailing notices to delinquent 
taxpayers as indicated by the Collector’s records. 


General Comments 
Reduction of Current Deficit: 


Another substantial reduction was made in the 
current deficit during 1950, from $6,137.37 to $1,142.08. 
During the two year period December 31, 1948 to De- 
cember 31, 1950, the current fiscal position of the town 
has improved as follows:

Prior Years Poll Taxes: 


In our report of last year’s audit it was recom- 
mended that the uncollected lists of prior years’ poll 
taxes be carefully gone over by the Selectmen and Tax 
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Collector and that such taxes as appear to be uncollect- 
ible be abated. Some of these uncollected poll taxes are 
on the warrants for levies prior to 1942. 

It is again recommended that some action be taken 
in regard to this matter, particularly in view of the 
fact that no collections were made during 1950 on any 
of these warrants prior to 1946. 


Conclusion: 


The accounts and records of all town officials 
which we examined were found in good order and the 
accounting procedure conformed to the uniform system 
prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the 
Laws of 1939, require that this report or a summary of 
- its essential features shall be published in the next an- 
nual report. 3

audit.
